There appeared in the editorial column.s of the Daily recently 
an article suggesting the raising of another reinforcing draft to 
the MoGiU Siege Battery. The purpose of the article in question 
waa more to test the opinion of the student body on the matter than 
accompliah any direct action. Therefore it is witli a certain amount 
of satisfaction that we fbd that the suggestion has been received 
with at least some degree of enthu.siusm in several quarters. 

That the raising of such a druft would l)e welcomed by a large 
number of students as affording an excellent opportunity of seeing 
service overseas we have no doubt. Though there have been com- 
paratively few men in attendance at McOill during the past year 
.who are liable for military service under the Military Service Act, 
still there are not a few who before another college session, fully 
intend to don the khaki. A considerable number will attam to 
miUtary age during the summer, and would therefore, without 
doubt, welcome the raising of another draft. Rumours have been 
current concerning the probability of securing authorization for the 
recruiting of auch a reinforcing unit, and therefore the Daily has 
endeavoured to secure somethmg in the shape of official informa- 
tion on the Bubjeet. To this end. Captain Simpson, Adjutant of the 
C.O.T.C., who has interested himself in the matter,, was inter- 
viewed last night. 

"^ith the desire of publishing something which may give some 
real idea as to the possibility and probability, as well as the condi- 
^BS attendant to the raising of a draft in the spring, we quote the 
Statement of Captain Simpson, who is in a position to handle the 
Jnatter for the students, as if ar art least, aa the prclimfaiary arrange- 
inents are concerned: — 

"The question of the authorization of a Siege Battery Draft 
le be raised at McQill this spring is one which must of course 
be decided finally by the authorhies at Ottawa; and the deci- 
sion would, I thmk, be based very largely, if not altogether, 
on the particular need for reinforcements In that arm of the 
service at the present time. 

Before the University could make an offer of a draft, 
however, there would have to be an assurance that a suffi- 
cient number of men— say a minimum o£ fifty or seventy-five-— 
eligible for such a draft are available. I have been informed 
lhat a large number of students have expressed their desire to 
enlist in a McOill draft if one could be raised this spring; but 
sometltihg more than mere opinion is required. 

As a means of finding out definitely whether a sufficient 
number of McGill men are available, I shall be glad to receive 
the names of those who are willing to enlist in a siege artillery 
draft, should one be authorized at McGill at the close of the 
present session. These names should be handed to me or left at 
my office during the present week. In every case the man's 
name, faculty, class and age should be given. While such a 
registration would not be binding in any way, it is obvious that 
the purpose of the éanvass would be entirely defeated should men 
who already know, whether on medical or other grounds, they 
would with certainty be rejected, hand their names in to swell 
the list. 

One other condition would, to my mjn<l, be essential to 
soeeeai. The officer in command of such a draft should be a 
McOill man' who has seen artillery service in France, but such 
an officer could, I believe, be found if the men are available."

Explana- 
tions assign the record, not to any 
falling off In the quality of Instruc- 
tion, although it Uj true that- many 
faculties are lacking some of thcli' 
ablest professors who are now enlist- 
ed in government service, and not to 
any diminution in the quality of tU». 
student body. The cause in many 
cases is attributed to inability of the 
student to concentrate on study at a 
time when his or her thought Is on a 
new world in the making, and on a 
conflict between radlcatly different 
sUndarda of civilisation and. social 
ideals.

BOSTON, Mms. — The annual re- 
port of the American Association nf 
University Professors, ^Just Issued, 
will be another landmark In the hls- 
tcry of demoeratlsmg university an.1 
coUege administration in a land where 
during the last half of the Nineteenth 
Century It had taken on autocratic 
and oligarchical forms. The docu- 
ment covers the ..vents of two years, 
and therefore Is the supplement of the 
famous report cf 1(15, in which soSie 
fundamentals of the problem of a<ia* 
demie freedom wf^ri- discussed In a 
way that has considerably Influenced 
th* attitude of roverning boards and 
official heads, ;ind compelled froiif 
t'icm some striking utterances deal- 
ing with the sams problem, as In re- 
cent dellvemnoes by President Butler 
of Columbia, President Ijowell of :^ar- 
vnnl, snil President Meil(eljoh|i,'"^o'f . 
Amherst. • 

The report Just Issued first ' sets 
forth the iftethod and the extent of 
the investigations which the associa-' 
t:i)Ti's responsible officials have carried 
out durnlg the 24 months, a period 
unusually full of cases of seeming or 
le.".! Interference with freedom o( 
speech, owing to ihc suspicions and 
tendions of the war. 

Ovfr 80 instances of alleged In- 
fraction of proper standards have 
been brought to tlit attention of (ho 
committee. The issues involved have 
been probed In a selected number of 
cases, for reasons of choice stated In 
the report. The fundamental Idfa 
seems to have been, not the individual 
Injustice involveil or the hope of recti* 
f ylng It, but alteration of a bad in* 
stltuttonal condition "marked by the 
rule of Intolerance, or dishonesty, or 
Ignorance, and croatlhg of discomfort 
and unrest." Surh efforts as have 
been mode have been both correctUe 
and constructive In their purpose. 

The report emphasises the'faet that 
whereas in only one-third of the enaes 
brought to the attention of the nsso" 
elation has the issue of academic free- 
dom been Involved, In all of them, in 
one form or another, a problem of 
academic tenure has been disclosed. 
It Is this Issue that Is the larger of 
the two; and when It Is rightly settled, 
then freedom as a rule is adequately 
guarded. To secuie fit academic ten« 
ure, th^re must first be rightly de- 
fined a correct way of procedure In 
testing the issues involved when a 
difference of opinion arises, for "the 
history of the aafegnardlng of indl- 
vidttal Ubqtlea ot Wlwtover kind has 
been the history ot the development 
of procedure." 

What some of, the ways and means 
of right procedure are, the association 
defined to Its Iti: report In this 
year's report » deteuM is pat up tor 
the teacher as sueb, aà a social fac- 
tor who needs a security ot tenure 
in his work that is not asked tor. by 
men of other callings, or eonceded to 
them; and it proceeds to point out 
the tendencies In denominationally 
controUed colleges and politically 
Influenced state unlversltle-î that mili- 
tate against the security of position 
that a scholar and Inspirer of youth 
should have. Distinct issue with and 
open dissent from the position of 
President Butler of Columbia Univer- 
sity, In his latpst official Mtterance. 
are taken by the committee. Four- 
teen professors of eminence in the 
l)<>st universities of the country sign 
the report.

tutions ot learning and teachers that 
actual participation of the United 
States in the war has created. Within 
the post four ftionths at least six 
cases Ot dismissal for "disloyalty" 
hkva been' rétistored. They have dis- 
closed a variety ot offenses and dif- 
fering of standards of Judgment on 
the part of Administrators. The 
problem that educational administra» 
tors, teachers and the. piibllo face is 
this,' according to Professor Lovejoy 
and his associates, "ot drawing the 
line of restriction so that no more in- 
jury shall be done to the permanent 
social InteresU that are affected than 
Is plainly unavoidable in order to meet 
the critical situation created by the 
war.'' Coming to more practical 
phases of thé situation, the commit- 
tee Inclines to favor the presumption 
that enforcement - of, any Inhibitions 
on free speech or free writing by 
teachers should come from authorities 
of the Bute, and not from officers of 
Institutions of learning. If respon- 
sible public officials find no ground 
tor action, then academic authorities 
need not. 

It Is admitted) however, that aca- 
demic officials can legitimately do. 
prive a professor ot office who is con- 
vleted of disobedience to any statute 
or «xecatlvn order. Secondly, it is 
asserted that a member ot coUege or 
university faculties may be required 
to refrain from propaganda designed, 
or unmistakably tending, to cause 
others to resist or evade the compul- 
sory service law or the regulations ot 
the military authorities; and teachers 
refusing to conform, should be dis- 
missed. Thirdly, the committee has 
no doubt but that professors who im- 
pede the Government's activities in 
the prosecution of the war, by dis- 
suading other persons from rendering 
the nation aid, deserve dismissal pro- 
viding such deliberate purpose has 
been shown by conclusive evidence. 

Ag ' tdr professors of enemy alien 
natlonaUty, they, should be put upon 
their parole to observe restrictions of 
speech and-wrttlng and avoidance of 
alt hostile or offensive expressions 
eoneeming the United States and tU 
Government. ' JSreoUng of this parole 
and taUure to ormply wlti. the re* 
strictions should bring dismissal, but 
not olbsrwlse. * ^ 

HavlnC made its thought elear on 
this phase ot t<..e cyntrovercy, the 
committee proceedytir say that there 
is no Justification tot those eitlsens or 
acsider/<Ii administrators ''•rhc see't to 
suppress all public dlsbuRslon con- 
cerning the ol'jecls of t'.ia war; the 
terms of peace, and the military pol- 
icy of the Goverrment"; and who 
"vou!d sllenci all criticism of the me- 
thods of administrative or military of- 
flcl.ils," and "attempt to carry oi,t 
tJ'ls proKrammo rf repr=>Ksicn by ex- 
tra-legal methods of intimidation or 
ooerclcn." The committee denies that 
any emergency exlrts "which makes 
ic necessary or desirable that the na- 
tion's general policy in one of th« 
n<ost pregnant moments In its hlsttiry 
should be determined without general 
oonsiderâtlon and discussion, or that 
minorities should be deprived of oil 
right to influence the policy by laying 
down their arguments 4nd opinions 
before their teUow dtisens."
